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Family Ties 

Mattapoisett Descendant Visits Historic Sites

On a bright and sunny Friday afternoon in June, 
Michael D. Coe of New Haven, CT, paid a visit to the sites 
in Mattapoisett where members of his family had lived 
many, many years ago. In the early 1800s, three broth- 
ers from Martha's Vineyard came to Mattapoisett to seek 
employment in the shipbuilding trade. Abishai, Libni 
and Moores Rogers built their homes along Main Street 
and started their ship-building lives on the mainland. 
Mr. Coe is the great-great-great grandson of Abishai and 
Abishai was the grandfather of Henry Huttleston Rogers, 
Fairhaven's Standard Oil benefactor. 

Mr. Coe visited the Abishai Rogers home on Main 
Street in Mattapoisett during his recent trip and was wel- 
comed very warmly by Valerie Murolo, who allowed Mr. 
Coe to take whatever photos he wished. Mr. Coe had not 
realized that these Rogers sites were still in place and he 
remarked that he thought that Mattapoisett must have the 
most old houses of any town in the state. 

While in Mattapoisett village, Mr. Coe also paid a 
visit to Center School, as the original school was built in 
1899 as a gift to the town by his great-grandfather, Henry

many years ago to its present location across from Center 
School. 

Also included in his Mattapoisett family history, 
Mr. Coe was related to George Washington Gifford, who 
had a shipyard in the late 1700s along the Mattapoisett 
River that was located "a few rods below the Herring 
Weir, on the east side of the river." Captain Gifford and 
wife Judith Palmer's son Peleg was born in Mattapoisett 
and he married Amelia L. Hammond of the town who 
was the daughter of Gideon Hammond II and Rebecca 
Blossom. Captain Peleg and Amelia were the parents of 
Abby Palmer Gifford, who married Henry Huttleston 
Rogers. 

Mr. Coe enjoyed his stop at Mattapoisett's Her- 
ring Weir to imagine where the old Gifford Shipyard 
might have been. He was very taken by the beautiful sight 
of the Mattapoisett River and immensely enjoyed his visit 
to Mattapoisett and his family's rich history. 

Stories in Stone 
Buried Secrets of Barlow Burial Ground

If you are interested in learning more about the 
history of Mattapoisett and the people who lived here, 
Bette Roberts, Curator of the Mattapoisett Museum, sug- 
gests visiting one of several old cemeteries in the area. 

The Barlow Burying Ground, tucked up behind 
Barlow Lane north of the village, provides a charming 
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opportunity to take a look into the past. Ms. Roberts has 
been conducting tours of Mattapoisett cemeteries for the 
past five years. Each spring she selects a cemetery to ex- 
plore, and shares her extensive knowledge of the tri-town 
area during a walking tour. 

In addition to the Barlow Burying Ground, the 
Hammond, Gushing, Pine Island, Wolf Island, Friends 
Meeting House, and Saint Anthony's are other cemeteries 
to be explored. 

According to Ms. Roberts, there were three origi- 
nal families who settled in Mattapoisett in the early 1700s, 
the Hammonds, the Dexters, and the Barlows. The Barlow 
Burying Ground is the cemetery located closest to the old 
Barlow farm. Records reveal that about 1 73 people are

buried here. Although most of the headstones are missing, 
there are still several dozen that provide a glimpse into 
the past. 

A close look at the headstones reveals carvings 
and engravings that were etched into the field stone or 
granite commonly used to mark graves. The engraving of 
pictures, symbols, and decorative borders on gravestones 
was a skilled and highly popular practice in Puritan New 
England, said Ms. Roberts. Engravers could easily earn a 
living by securing 15 to 20 commissions each year. 

Some of the more popular symbols that can be 
seen on the cemetery headstones include angels, hour- 
glasses, skeletons, and urns. All have symbolic mean- 
ing and were specifically chosen by the families of the 
deceased to represent a loved one's passing. Ms. Roberts 
explained that angels symbolized confidence in the salva- 
tion of loved one, whereas a skeleton or "Death's Head" 
suggested a fear and awe of dying. 

The Barlow Burying Ground includes members 
of the original three families and many others. There are 
18 children buried in the cemetery who were under the 
age of one, and 25 adults over the age of 65. These bits of 
information provide a glimpse into what life may have 
been like for residents of early Mattapoisett, a community 
largely comprised of farmers, shipwrights, and mer- 
chants. 

The names on the headstones are also interesting. 
Bashaba, Meiora, Tabathy and Bathsheba were common 
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names for women, while Gideon, Ebenezer and Lot were 
typical names for men. 

Ms. Roberts started the tours because she 
"thought people should know about the old cemeter- 
ies and the people who were buried there." There is no 
charge for the walking tours. 

According to Ms. Roberts, there are many descen- 
dants from the Dexter family still living in town, but "no 
Barlows or Hammonds that we know of." 

Ms. Roberts encouraged residents and visitors to 
come to the Mattapoisett Historical Museum. There are 
several headstones from the cemetery on display in the 
Carriage House, located behind the museum. "If s amaz- 
ing how many people walk by the museum, but have 
never been inside before," she said. Mattapoisett was 
home of the bark Wanderer, the last whaling ship built in 
Mattapoisett and also the last to sail from New Bedford. 
You can learn more about the history of the town by ex- 
ploring the exhibits on display in the museum. 

The museum is open Wednesday through Satur- 
day, from 1:00 to 4:00 pm in July and August. Admission

Staying Safe 
Learning Self -Defense in Rochester

Rochester Police Officer Robert Small is helping 
tri-town women stay safe in an ongoing women's self-de- 
fense program held at the Old Colony Regional Vocational 
Technical High School in Rochester 

The four-part program, run for four consecutive 
Wednesday nights, begins with teaching participants how 
to avoid situations in which they may become endan- 
gered. Officer Small suggested that "women should learn 
to recognize potential problems to avoid a bad situation." 

Such "risk reduction strategies" include installing 
and using outdoor lighting around your home, making 
sure bushes are not blocking the front of the house, keep- 
ing garage doors shut, and checking the back seat of your 
car before driving. 

Officer Small explained perpetrators may "case" 
a home looking for opportunities to hurt women. Bushes 
around the house provide excellent hiding places for

criminals. 

"Most houses that have been broken into don't 
have alarms," Officer Small said, explaining that alarm 
systems are a major deterrent to crime. "Be conscious of 
open windows during the summer months," he added. 
"If you want to leave windows open during the summer 
months, make sure they are the upstairs." 

Officer Small was assisted by Officer Elizabeth 
Rich. Both suggested that leaving spare keys in obvious 
places outside the home is an invitation to crime, and 
that women should not open the door when a stranger is 
outside. 

"Make sure the police can identify your house 
easily," said Officer Small. He explained that hidden or 
missing house numbers make it more difficult for pa- 
trol officers to locate a residence in trouble. "Your house 
should have some kind of number on it," he said, suggest- 
ing that residents purchase reflective numbers that can be 
spotted from the road at night. 

The RAD Program, or Rape Aggression Defense 
System, is the same program used to teach officers in the 
Police Academy. Although the first night of the program is 
largely about risk reduction, the next three nights provide 
hands-on physical training designed to help women fight 
off potential attackers. 

"The crime of rape is reported so infrequently that 
society in general is oblivious to its magnitude," Officer 
Small said. However, the program teaches that rape is one

of the most rapidly growing crimes in American society. 
FBI projections suggest that one out of three women can 
expect to be sexually assaulted in their lifetime and that 
in the United States one forcible rape occurs every seven 
minutes. Many rapists appear to be friendly, making the 
crime more difficult to prevent. 

The RAD Program is designed so that women can 
learn to prevent and deter potential attacks using self- 
defense techniques that can be learned in a short time. 
"What we are trying to do is teach women how to escape 
an attack," said Officer Rich. 

Officer Small explained that "the odds of survival 
are dramatically diminished when a woman is abducted." 
He warned program participants not to park near vans

cials from the Rochester School Committee and Memorial 
School to discuss pending plans to replace the windows in 
the school during the summer months. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board re- 
ceived notice from the Rochester Police Department that 
they will be receiving 50 to 100 bike helmets to be dis- 
tributed to Rochester youth at no cost as part of the Bike 
Helmet Distribution Program.

Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and fre- 
quently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how 
can I get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may he exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 

require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause 
for Paws in Mattapoisett and Champs Shelter in Wareham as well as the 
Animal Rescue Leauge in New Bedford have many kittens available for 
adoption at this time of year.

aside $10,000 to cover (additional sick time) when they 
leave." 

Article 10 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 11, voters were asked to autho- 
rize revolving funds for certain town departments under 
Massachusetts General Laws (MGL), Chapter 44 Section 
53E 1/2 for the Fiscal Year beginning July 1, 2006. 

Article 11 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 12, voters were asked to au- 
thorize the Town of Rochester to enter into an inter-mu- 
nicipal agreement with one or more other governmental 
units to provide public health services which the Board of 
Health is authorized to perform. 

Article 12 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 13, voters were asked to adopt 
the so-called Community Preservation Act (CPA) under 
MGL Chapter 44B, Sections 3 to 7, inclusive and to set a 
surcharge of one percent on real estate property to fund 
the town's Conraiimity Preservation Fund beginning in 
FY 2007. 

Based on an average home in Rochester valued 
at $342,900, the one-percent CPA assessment would cost 
residents about $23.99 a year and garner some $100,000 
annually for the town with state matching funds. 

"If we pass this, we'll be getting additional 
matching funds from the state," said Richard Cutler. 

"This seems to me (to be) a tax on a tax," said resi- 
dent Frank Cabral. "Everybody says we get state funding.

in the areas of open space, historic resources, community 
housing and public recreation. 

Article 14 passed via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 15, voters were asked, by peti- 
tion, to rescind the vote of the Annual Town Meeting 
dated June 7, 1999 establishing a Historic District Com- 
mission and Historic District in the Town of Rochester, 
thereby eliminating the Rochester Historic District and the 
Rochester Historic District Commission. 

Before any discussion or debate ensued, a pre- 
emptive motion was made to table Article 15, which 
failed, 56 in favor to 97 against. 

"I've lived in this town for a long time and I just 
can't believe the people on the (Historic District Com- 
mission) wouldn't let people put up a shed (on their own 
property)," said resident David Watling. "No one else in 
town has these restrictions put on them." 

"I've got a good idea, maybe the whole town 
should be an historic district so you all can enjoy the ben- 
efits," said resident Tom Strutski, adding a motion to that 
effect, which failed to garner enough support. 

"I am against the Historic District," said former 
Historic District Commission member Pamela J. Robin- 
son. "I feel if you are paying taxes, you (should) have the 
right to choose your own style and colors." 

But Historic District Commission Chairman 
Susan Adams countered they were just trying to retain the 
rural and open character of the town center and none of 
the applications they received since the commission's in- 
ception were restrictive in terms of paint color or building 
style. 

"You work hard for your home, which is your 
castle, and you're going to have somebody tell you what 
you can do with it?" asked Frank Cabral. "Just think

about it ... the people that are on (the Historic District 
Commission) are on nothing but a big power ego trip." 

"I live within the historic district and 1 support 
it," said resident Susan Peterson. "This is the reason why 
we all love Rochester ... the sprawling lawns, the big 
houses.

With that. Article 15 failed to garner the required 
2/3 majority vote, 83 to 62.

The Break-Up. Starring Vince Vaughn and 
Jennifer Aniston. Directed by Peyton Reed. 
Running time: 105 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

Ten years after Swingers, with summer hits 
like Dodgeball and Wedding Crashers under his belt, 
Vince Vaughn is apparently a Hollywood player 
— measurable, in part, by a star's ability to get a 
project off the ground. The Break-Up is Vaughn's 
Daoy; ne coproaucea it and worked out the story with scripters Jeremy 
Garelick and Jay Lavender. It should surprise no one that Vaughn, who 
has an oily charm in comedic roles and an effective nervous tension in 
dramatic ones, has put together a comedy-drama for himself that takes 
advantage of most of what he has to offer as an actor, but doesn't push 
him an inch beyond that. In The Break-Up, Vaughn's standard lovable 
jerk is shown to be not so lovable on occasion, but since the emphasis is 
always on him, the movie comes across as an odd mix of star vehicle and 
self-flagellation. It's painless where it shouldn't be and painful where it 
shouldn't be. 

Vaughn is Gary, a Chicago tour-bus guide who, at the film's start, 
works his bad-boy charm on art-gallery assistant Brooke (Jennifer Aniston). 
She falls for him and his line of patter, some time passes, and they wind 
up sharing a spacious condo — though on their salaries, I have to wonder 
about that. The movie gets going when Brooke gets tired of always being 
the responsible one in the relationship — the one who cooks, cleans, and 
basically enables Gary's protracted adolescence. The Break-Up seems to 
be missing its first half, where Brooke's resentments would be allowed 
to buUd naturally instead of seemingly arriving in a sneak attack, though 
I suppose the point is that all of this is news to Gary. Harsh words are 
exchanged, and the pair now find themselves sharing opposite ends of 
the spacious condo when neither one will move out. 

The movie has very little time to devote to Brooke, though we get a 
few scenes of her commiserating with best bud Joey Lauren Adams (who 
I never thought I'd see playing a voice of wisdom with a husband and two 
kids, but time does fly). The Break-Up is mainly about Gary and how he 
has to change his ways if he hopes to win Brooke back. To its credit, the 
film gives Brooke's complaints their due. But Brooke is at fault on some 
level here, too; obviously there hasn't been much communication in this 




relationship, and communication is supposed to go both ways. If Brooke 
hasn't established her needs and wants, she can hardly be surprised if 
Gary doesn't know what they are. The movie, however, assumes that 
only Gary needs refurbishing. 

Director Peyton Reed assembles a large supporting cast (including 
Ann-Margret, looking animatronic) and then trots them out to do their 
specialties, scarcely letting them interact with anyone but Gary or Brooke. 
Judy Davis, who deserves better, does her pinched-urban- woman number 
as Brooke's boss at the gallery; Cole Hauser and Vincent D'Onofrio are 
wasted as Gary's brothers (and partners in the tour-bus business). The 
reteaming of Vaughn and his Swingers and Made cohort Jon Favreau 
promises more rapport than we get, since the rough bartender Favreau is 
playing doesn't give Vaughn as much to play off. In any event, Vaughn 
dominates all his scenes; when he isn't around, we're in a different movie 
about Brooke selling art and going on mortifying dates. 

The Break-Up clearly wants to be more intelligent than it is, but its 
status as a summer comedy dictates not one but two swishy gay stereo- 
types, one of whom cements his obnoxiousness by singing "Owner of 
a Lonely Heart" and then karate-chopping Gary in the throat. A scene 
in which Brooke tortures herself (via bikini waxing) in order to torture 
Gary (by strolling past him naked) makes little sense and is merely part 
of the movie's tepid War of the Roses midsection wherein the couple 
behave like vengeful teenagers. And the movie won't add anything to 
gender enlightenment: Gary is all about sports and videogames, Brooke 
likes ballet — and that's about all she seems interested in that doesn't 
have anything to do with Gary. The Break-Up is unique, I suppose, in one 
respect: most movies of this type make you wonder why the estranged 
couple have come apart; this one makes you wonder why the hell they 
were ever together.

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Politics (Not) As Usual

Ah ... and with the final bang from Town Mod- 
erator Greenwood "Woody" Hartley's gavel closing 
Rochester's Annual Town Meeting this past week, 
the seemingly-never-ending political season in the 
tri-towns for 2006 has come to a close. 

But, refreshingly, not with the usual indifference 
and shoulder-shrugging. Instead, 2006 can justifiably 
be called a benchmark year in terms of small-town 
politics in our communities of Mattapoisett, Marion 
and Rochester. It was great to see people actually in- 
volved in the process and working hard to affect change 
instead of simply settling for the same-old, same-old. 
And I have to applaud all the candidates, politicos, and 
special interest groups who actually took the time to of- 
fer voters something more than the usual uncontested 
ballot fare. 

Rochester served to bookend the tri-town political 
season by first giving us one of the closest Selectmen's 
races in recent memory back in April, leading to a re- 
count vote that ultimately gave the win to newcomer 
Dan McGaffey, just edging out incumbent Gary Laboa. 
Although Mr. Laboa will be missed, I also think change 
is not necessarily a bad thing. 

As the saying goes: "familiarity breeds con- 
tempt." 

The winds of change would continue to blow in 
Mattapoisett, where voters loudly voiced their opposi- 
tion to changing the Highway Surveyor's position from 
an elected to an appointed one. Town Meeting easily 
defeated the will of the Board of Selectmen and later 
elected former Selectman Barry Denham to take over 
where longtime Highway Surveyor Wes Bowman left 
off. In just a few short weeks on the job, Mr. Denham 
has already made great strides ... not least of which by 
cleaning up and facilitating the reopening of the town's 
vandalized and defaced skateboard park which had 
been closed by the Board of Selectmen. 

Although incumbent Steve Lombard also faced a 
formidable challenge from Steve Hanna, he managed 
to retain his seat on the Board of Selectmen. But first- 
time candidate Mr. Hanna made a respectable showing 
with 547 votes to Mr. Lombard's 667. 



Most of the changes in Mattapoisett took place not 
in the ballot box, but on Town Meeting floor, where vot- 
ers continued to voice their discontent over escalating 
tax rates and alleged overspending. Hats off to a small, 
vocal group of residents who at least made a valiant ef- 
fort to get that message to town officials. Although not 
wholly successful in trimming the budget, I'm hopeful 
the town fathers will take their concerns to heart. 

The biggest upset in the three towns has to go to 
Marion, where the last six months of infighting and 
bullying between members of the Planning Board, 
Board of Health and Board of Selectmen over clerical 
positions and the authority of Town Administrator 
Jack Dolan inevitably led to Selectman incumbent 
David Pierce's crushing defeat to Roger Blanchette. 
I had predicted a much closer race between the two, 
although I wasn't prepared to call a winner after what 
happened in Rochester earlier this year. 

While 1 think Mr. Blanchette has previously dem- 
onstrated a commitment to the town on the Planning 
Board and other committees and I have no doubt he 
will do a fine job as newly-elected Selectman, I have 
to empathize with outgoing Selectman David Pierce 
having been caught up the maelstrom of Marion mega- 
lomania. In his case, I think voters just wanted change 
... it didn't matter who. Mr. Blanchette was the sole 
challenger and he was easily swept into office by those 
who remain disconcerted with the powers-that-be. 

There were certainly some other measures which 
just managed to cling to life — the Marion Police 
Department will finally get their new Police Station, 
despite a narrow four-vote margin; Rochester will 
retain its Historic District, despite the near-success of 
petitioners to rescind it and its decidedly headstrong 
committee; and Mattapoisett will get another crack 
at the years-in-the-making bike path, despite nearly 
losing state funding for the project — but regardless 
of whether you supported these options or not, by 
venturing out to Town Meeting or the ballot box on 
election day, your voice has been heard and your vote 
has been counted. 

And that's the only way a democracy succeeds.
